If voluntary enlistments do not 
provide enough men to replace 
those who léave the service, then 
the draft is expected to be revived. 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
released figures yesterday showing 
1,621,000 men under arms as of 
Dec. 31. That is all the armed serv- 
ices Will be able to pay through 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1950. 

In his budget message to Con- 
gress, President Truman set the 
strength of the armed forces at 
1.616.000 for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1.

Death Stayed 


For Citizens 


By ALBERT RILEY. 

Doomed for extinction by the 
Talmadge forces in the Legisla- 
ture, the Georgia Citizens’ Coun- 
cil won a respite yesterday when 
the Senate’s State of the Republic 
Committee deferred action on an 
administration bill to abolish the 
Council. 

The Committee’s action was 
taken after hundreds of commu- 
nity leaders from one end of Geor- 
gia to the other ‘crowded the Sen- 
ate chamber to protest abolition 
of the Council. 

More than a score of speakers— 
doctors, clergymen,school teachers, 
jurists, newspapermen, business- 
men, club women and students— 
spoke in the Council’s behalf. Only 
one person, a nurse, opposed it.

- The measure was quickly read- 
ied for floor action when the Agri- 
culture Committee gave it ap- 
proval along with a bill to extend 
the State Milk Control Board’s 
authority to regulate milk prices 
beyond the Atlanta milkshed area. 

The Senate adopted a proposal 
ot Sen. Ursrey’s—a resolution call- 
ing on Congress to peg farm prices 
at 90 percent of parity. 

unanimously by the S...- 
ate was another farm-aid measure 
—a bill to protect farmers from 
the sale of misbranded fertilizer 
This, too, was a Ursrey measure. 

The only final action on any 

other legislation up before the 
Senate was adoption of a resolu- 
tion by Sen. Pilcher, for the State 
to pay two highway engineers, C. 
B. Smith and M. L. Shadburn, for 
their 72 days work in 1946 during 
the brief tenure of Herman Tal- 
made as Governor and Jim Gillis 
as de factor Highway Board Chair- 
man. 
Voting for an administration 
proposal for a change, Sen. Walter 
Harrison, of Millen, said he 
thought all State employees who 
had not been compensated should 
be paid for their work during that 
hectic 72-day period. 

Two new bills introduced in- 
cluded one by Sen. Cecil Rodden- 
berry, of Nahunta, increasing the 
gasoline mileage allowed State em 
ployees, and one by Sen. Mell Tur- 
ner, of Decatur, that would permit 
insurance companies incorporated 
in Georgia to build and own their 
own home office buildings. They 
do not now have that right, he ex- 
plained, while out-of-state com 
panies do. 

The Conservation Committee re.

The House passed 15 general 
bills, 24 local bills and defeated 
one general bill in a lengthy ses- 
sion that provoked little debate 
yesterday. 


Approved were measures to: 


Permit retired Superior Court judges 
to practice in states outside of Georgia. 

Regulate conversion of state banks to 
national banks by requiring approval of 
two-thirds of stockholders and advance 
notice. 

Extend from 24 to 48 hours the period 
in which a bad check may be returned to 
the bank on which it is drawn. 

Extend from 30 to 90 days the dead- 
line by which the State Banking Depart- 
ment must act upon an application for 
a charter. 

Permit guardians to make savings de- 
posits under the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation. 

Require banks to begin operations with- 
in two years after a charter is granted 

Permit landowners to revoke an at-will 
tenancy in which there is no agreement 
as to the time limit, 

Require intruders living on property 
without permission to post bonds during 
court actions to oust them and to pay 
double rent if they lose the action. 

Require that suits against the State 
Banking Department, after denial of a 
charter application, must be filed within 
12 months of the rejection. 

Permit banks which remain open on 
holidays to receive negotiable instru- 
ments for payment. 

Increase salaries of the State Bankin 
Superintendent from $5,000 to $5,400 an 
banking examiners from $3,600 to $4,800. 

Permit 20 percent of the directors of a 
state bank to live in another state. 


Require counties to pay for surety 


bonds of all county officials. 


Specify that a petition of all residents 
in an adjacent area shall not be the only 
means of annexing territories to a city. 

The House defeated a bill to increase 
the penalty for involuntary manslaughter 
range of from one to three years to one 
to 10 years.

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Inauguration Day 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—Washington is 
a scene of pageantry unknown in former 
inauguration years as it awaits the cloudy 
but rainless Thursday promised for the 
inauguration of Harry S. Truman as the 
thirty-second President of the United 


States. 


There is a fine thread of irony running 
through it, as the basic program for the 


inauguration extravaganza was set up by 
former Sen. Curley Brooks, Republican, of 
Illinois, to celebrate the anticipated re- 
turn of the Republican Party to the White 
House. There were those who protested 
to Sen. Brooks at the time, saying the 
program was a bit heavy and gaudy. But 
he said he wanted a big one. Now, alas, 
Mr. Brooks is gone and Mr. Dewey didn’t 
make it and the Democrats have seized 
upon Mr. Brooks’ program and made it a 
thing of beauty, with a new show starting 
in a new tent immediately after the for- 
mer one concludes. President Truman 
has entered into it all with a fine spirit, 
indicating the inner man is pleased. He is 
on the go every minute, showing all the 
stamina he demonstrated during the 
campaign. \ 


There was a flurry of talk yesterday 
over the vote by the Senate to refuse to 
allow the District of Columbia Commu- 
nity Chest to benefit by making inaugural 
tickets tax free. The~Republicans voted 
solidly against it,and enough Democrats 
went along to defeat it and deprive the 
Community Chest of the money.

—To Throw Off The 
Covers and Scream’ 


WASHINGTON—Washington, as I write, is | 


all ready to throw off the covers, scream loudly 
and begin to participate in the inaugural of 
Harry S. Truman. Indeed, some of the patrons of this extrava- 
ganza are starting early with their screaming and will not have to 
throw off any covers because they apparently are not going to bed. 


By the movn's early light the bombs are bursting in air and the 
rocket’s red glare reveal that the flags, the banners, placards and 
lithographs are still there. 


However, what I wanted to get around to wishing is that none 
of the Georgia people have the difficulty that Georgia Rep. George 
Gilmer had in 1829 at the time of the inauguration of Andrew 
Jackson, one of my heroes. The boys here keep saying of this 
occasion that it is going to be somewhat in the manner of Andrew 
Jackson’s and if so it is well to issue a warning. 


Rep. and Mrs. George Gilmer, of Georgia, at- 
tended in 1829 with Rep. and Mrs. John Floyd, 
of Virginia. The Georgian was a frail man and was limping on 
a leg but lately healed of a fracture. In a letter he said that he 
never would have got into the reception following the inauguration 
had it not been for the Floyds. Mrs. Floyd weighed about 300 
pounds and her two stout sons helped hegye her and her husband 
into the East Room of the White House. The Gilmers followed 
in their wake. The traditional ice cream and punch were served 
on long tables. 


Frontiersmen and farmers and “people” had come to see justice 
done Old Hickory. The stately East Room was jammed. Muddy 
boots climbed onto brocaded charis. Clothing was torn. China 
was broken. Women fainted. A British visitor reported that 
“every clodhopper seemed determined to see his President.” 

Exit The Gilmers could not reach the door when time came 

to leave and made their exit though a window. Rep. Gil- 
mer plaintively said that he “had to sustain with a weak leg from 
a ee scarcely healed the weight of Mrs. Floyd equalling 300 
pounds.” 


Men locked arms and enabled the President to escape by a back 
door and retire to bed, exhausted by the events of the day. 


The crowd was loath to leave and would not have departed 
unless some genius had thought of placing tubs of punch on the 
White House lawn and neglecting the bowls in the East Room. 
When word spread about the empty bowls that tubs of punch were 
on the lawn, the rooms were emptied. I doubt if that technique 
will be necessary tomorrow. Men are not what they used to be. 


A ball closed the day. Old Hickory did not attend. Mrs. An- 
drew Jackson Donelson, blood niece of the sainted Rachel, who 
slept in the family burying ground at the Hermitage, was the offi- 
cial host. 


Fears The day had not been without its fears to many Ameri- 
cans.

Andrew Jackson came anarchy and worse. 


The hawk-faced old man had been sworn in by Chief Justice 
Marshall. Each hated the other. Marshall confided to friends 
that in administering the oath he believed himself to be endanger- 
ing the work of a lifetime on the bench. 


After the taking of the oath Old Hickory simply climbed on his 
horse and rode down the avenue with a mob at his heels. The 
crowd enthusiastically fell in behind him and marched, shouting 
and waving banners, to the White House. 

Many a conservative trembled in his bed and many wrote letters 
comparing that crowd of paritsans to the mob which marched on 
the palace at Versailles in the French Revolution. That night 
many remained awake all night, trembling at the sound of fire- 
crackers and jumping at the sound of revolvers fired by jubilant 
Westerners and Southerners. These gentlemen would step from 
convenient barrooms and fire their revolvers into the air while 
they howled their glee to the wintry skies. 


Demurrer So when I read the seemingly unanimous opinion 
that this inauguration will be in the Jackson tempo 
and will be the greatest in all our history, I wish to file a gentle 
demurrer and denial. It won’t be. 

There will be bands and .there will be airplanes flying and 
there will be noise and there will be whisky drunk. But this 
inauguration will be milk-and-water stuff compared with the scenes 
as Old Hickory took the oath and rode down the avenue to the 
White House with his whooping thousands in his train. 

Today—however—as then, there are those who are seeing in 
the Truman ascendancy the end of the republic and the coming 
of socialism and anarchy. 

There are always the timorous who see in any rending of the 
status quo disaster and the end of order and “security” in gov- 
ernment. 

Let them be of good faith. The republic is flexible and strong. 
It will change because not to change is to die. But it will go on. 
The election of Harry S. Truman was, whatever one may think 
about other aspects of it, a healthy thing for the republic. But the 
inauguration won’t be like Old Hickory’s and it won’t be the great- 
est, tremendous and entertaining though it may be. Old Hick- 
ory’s was unique. .

A Joker’ in the Gasoline Tax Law 


A 1947 act, which was never carried out, not only is too expensive for the State Treasury, but 
tt has a “joker” in it, Rep. Hugh McWhorter, of DeKalb County, claims. 
General Assembly to repeal] the act granting retail gasoline dealers 2 percent of the gasoline tax | 


McWhorter has asked the 


to take care of their services as “tax collectors” and for the shrinkage in gasoline. 


McWhorter says it would cost the State $750.- 
6000 a year, and Georgia—pressed for additional 
funds for expanded services—can’t afford this. 
He contends that the retail gasoline dealers per- 
form no service for this fee. The payment of 
taxes is included when the retailers buy the 
gasoline from the wholesalers. The retailers 
observe that some gasoline is spilled, and they 
therefore lose the taxes they already have pre- 
paid on it. McWhorter says perhaps some beer 
is spilled or whiskey bottles broken, but such 
dealers get no refunds on shrinkage. 


The “joker” is this, though, McWhorter 
says—in order to get the refund, a retail 
gasoline dealer must belong to the Georgia 
Association of Petroleum Retailers, Inc. Of 
course, if he doesn’t want to join this private 
club, he can pay it a “service charge” which 
is greater than the membership dues in order 
te become eligible for this refund of State 
tax money, McWhorter reports. 


There is some argument for granting retail- 
ers something to take care of shrinkage, per- 
haps. There is no reason why a retailer, peace 
officer or any one else should be forced to pay 
private organizations due or “service fees’ to 
obtain tax monies, many solons feel. 

A few years ago the General Assembly passed 
a bill exempting from State taxation gasoline 
used in farm tractors. Now the fellows from the 


coastal districts are asking that gasoline used in | 
motorboats be eliminated from the tax. This is 
probably on the contention that the gasoline tax | 
is a highway tax and motorboats don’t wear out 
the roads. Meanwhile, the motorists’ organiza- | 
tions complain that their money isn’t spent on | 
highways, and they want a constitutional amend- | 
ment passed earmarking gasoline funds for high- 


way construction. 

Replying to former Acting Gov. Thompson’s 
statement that Dickerson wouldn’t know the dif- 
ference between a copper wire and a political 
wire, M. D. Dickerson, Jr., of Douglas, chief 
electrician at Jekyll Island, said: “If Thompson 
had been with me in the South Pacific during 
the war instead of politicking in Georgia, he 
would have known I was chief electrician’s mate 
in the Navy.”

There was an immediate motion to table the |

This lost 49 to 41. The babies still were 
ahead.

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Editor’s Note: The following, written by a mother who is also 1% school teacher, was submitted 
as a letter to the editor. In view of its timeliness and import, however, we feel it would be im- 
’ proper to edit it to conform to the space limitations of The Pulse of the Public. 


Although I am heartily in favor of the aims of the aims of the Minimum Foundation Program, I 


have been in much conflict of mind in deciding whether or not to support it. 


Having considered it 


fully, I am willing to vote for the necessary taxes to effect it. I fear that the proponents of the plan 
are not conscious of the opposition to the program and little realize why such opposition exists. 


It is not a question of the citizens of Georgia not being willing to spend money for education. 
are willing enough, but any who face a local school situation similar to ours will hesitate; 


will balk 

For we are not getting an adequate return on 
the money we are now spending and feel no 
assurance that spending more money will effect 
any improvement ‘in the education your children 
receive. For us, extra money has not provided 
extra education, so we wonder if extra money 
will provide more in other places in the State. 
There is much doubt that it will. Those of us 
who vote to pay the tax to support the MFP will 
vote in hope but not in faith. 


In the Druid Hills School District in De- 
Kalb County the residents voluntarily as- 
sumed an extra millage, above that paid by 
the rest of the county, in order to pay their 
own supplies. Thus the County was able to 
allot some County schools more money per 

the total sum spent per pupil in

to school the many children who do 

not live within walking distance or near public 

transportation, no intelligent plan or effort hav- 

ing been made by the head of the school to se- 

eure public transportation for the school children. 

Add the $5,400 paid to operate the county- 

ewned school bus which only partially helps 

us and is needed desperately in the county where 
public transportation is really unavailable. 

Add the outrageous fees—determined by the 
administrator of our school—of $35 a course in 
the summer school. 

We money gladly, and we don’t stop 
there. ie contiibute time, thought, energy to 
the limit of our ability. See the mothers working 
in the lunchroom. Observe the PTA, the Youth 
Committee, the Civic Club, the Laymen’s Com- 
mittees organized by the trustees to help the 
school, all endeavoring to supply the things lack- 
ing in the school, all trying to furnish the initia- 
tive, the resourcefulness, the leadership neces- 
sary for a schoo] to run, to provide by their ef- 
forts that which the school administrator is paid 


to supply. 


Seventy-eight percent of our high school 
students go te college. Yet the records of 
our graduates who attended Georgia colleges 
for the last 20 years fall below those of 
students from Buford, Camilla, Newnan, 
Augusta, all but one of the Atlanta high 
schools—and at least 25 more than I have 
counted, many of them in communities which 
de not give their schools the financial sup- 


port we do. The records of our students 
who attended out-of-State colleges are in the 
possession of our school administrator and 
thus unavailable. (On my request for the 
information I was told I could get that in- 
formation myself.) 


But with garbled information and carefully 
selected data—often the record of one student— 


the administrator speaks privately and in meet- | 


ing of the fine scholastic record of our graduates. 

Then there is the loss we suffer education- 
ally in the high teacher turnover. Our teachers 
are extremely well-qualified educationally, All 
have good certificates. Several have Masters 
degrees. Why do we over and. over lose our 
superior teachers unless they are held by the 
extra bond of a home and family rooted in the 
neighborhood? I have yet to hear one complain 
of her salary. All but three receive salaries 
above the minimum recommended by the MFP. 
Our salary scale, with Fulton County and At- 
lanta, is at the top for the State. Thus if salary 
is what keeps a teacher, we should never lose a 
teacher except to those systems or to another 
State. 

Teachers of strong personality and ability, 
who have become beloved by the community, 
become “not well” and resign. Having just spent 
$8,000 to clean up the school in addition to the 
regular $3,000 spent for maintenance, it is dis- 
tressing that elements conducive to health seem 
still to be lacking wifhin the school. 

Records essential to a school are either not 
kept or are unavailable to the public. 
of the educationa] qualifications of the elemen- 
tary teachers is “not available” to a member of 
a committee organized by the trustees. The in- 
formation, however, was secured from the Coun- 
ty office, revealing splendidly-prepared teach- 
ers. An outline of the curriculum had to be 
drawn up after a request by another committee. 
This revealed that no stated curriculum for the 
school had ever been formed. A file of the stu- 
dent body for the years °42-’°43 is unavailable 
to this same committee. Why are such records 
not kept? And if they are, why are they not 
available to an officially appointed committee? 

This letter may not seem to relate to the MFP. 
It does, however. If such institutions as this 
exist throughout the State you will find much 
lack of faith that the mere spending of more 
money on education will help our children. The 
proponents of the plan are much more vocal 
that the opponents. But among the opponents 
are many who would gladly pay twice their 
present tax if they really believed the money 
would provide a better education for the children 
of the State.

Child Labor 
Laws Praised 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 
Georgia, which comes in for its share 
) of unattractive national publicity, will 
soon be receiving some soothing praise in a national maga- 


zine on its progress against child labor. 
Edith M. Stern, who writes on sociological programs quite gen- 


erally, has sold an article titled “Have You Given Up on Child 
Labor?” for the February issue of Woman’s Home Companion, 


in 


which she has remarked that child labor is on the upswing, and 
that State after State has seen shocking accidents to. children as 
young as eight years old, employed in hazardous industries, 

She has written approvingly of Georgia’s progress in that direc- 
tion, and credited the women of the State especially with reforms 
two years ago that wiped out such things as the 12-year-old boy, 
who had been in a tuberculosis sanatorium for a year, holding a job 
which kept him on the go from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m. each weekday, 
longer on Saturday and half a day on Sunday, with an hour off 
for meals every day but the Sabbath, when he was allowed only 


20 minutes for breakfast.
